Science  Classes  Explore  Surrounding  World

Students  study  the  sciences  to  learn  about  themselves 
and  their  environment.  Biology  students  study  such  things 
as  cells,  the  chemical  basis  of  life,  and  genetics.  This  year 
the  classes  determined  their  own  blood  types  and  dissected 
a  variety  of  invertebrates. 

Seventh  and  eighth  grade  students  take  a  general  sci- 
ence and  health  class.  Seventh  graders  take  science  for 
one  semester  and  study  good  health  habits  and  work  on 
scientific  experiments.  Eighth  graders  have  two  semesters 
of  science  and  spend  time  studying  machines  and  health 
problems  in  the  United  States. 

All  ninth  grade  students  take  a  health  and  safety  class 
for  the  equivalent  of  one  semester.  This  course  prepares 
the  students  for  driver  education  in  high  school. 


Harrison  Hill  students  study  mathematics  in  the 
seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  grades.  In  the  ninth 
grade,  students  take  either  algebra  or  general  math. 
In  these  classes  students  study  equations,  story 
problems,  and  factoring.  They  also  have  a  preview 
of  geometry  and  trigonometry. 

Eighth  grade  mathematics  instructors  teach 
their  students  the  basics  for  high  school  subjects. 
Students  learn  about  lines  and  angles  in  a  geom- 
etry unit  and  about  equations  in  algebra. 

Seventh  grade  math  classes  learn  how  to  use 
their  protractors  and  compasses  in  making  ge- 
ometrical figures.  They  also  use  their  knowledge 
of  equations  in  working  story  problems.
